- part of the bullders. It is quite certain that 
“even tho cruder methods at Zimbabwe of apply- 
, dng this knowledge, which was common to the 
ancient, Semitic peoples, were imported from 
‘the near East, and did not originate in South: 
cast Africa. The right ascension of the sun, 
» the heliacal-rising and ‘the meridian passages 
of the stars are balleved to hava been noted at 
imbabwe. These ancient builders were also 
| past masters in the science of milltary defence, 
pho walls showing that the builders were mil{- 
Ho eS the highest order, Thelr.

conld not have been the work of an uncivilized 
ople, aud the huadreds of ancient gold mines 
show that they were skilled in metallurgy and 
picked out rich shoots, patches and pockets 
with marvellous clavernais.
